FfiANOIS PARKMAN’S REASONS. 


th e following letter was written to the 
W oman’s Journal, published in Boston, by 
Miss Goodell, of this city, as an answer to 
Parkinson's article In the North Am erican 
Review for October : 
The writer bases his objection to Wom­ 
an Suffrage m ainly upon two principles : 
1st, That “the object of government is 
the accomplishment of acartaiu result; the 
greatest good of the governed.” 
2d, That women aru influenced by emo­ 
tion rather than reason. 
Are these preen sea correct ? 
That the object of governm ent is “ tho 
good of tho governed’' has always been 
claimed by usurp rs and ty ra n t. 
It was 
this principle which justified the inquisi­ 
tion, and the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
which lay at the foundation of slavery, and 
which has been used to justify every form 
of injustice and oppression. 
It is not the 
theory of government upon which our na­ 
tion is founded; which is, that government 
a instituted tor the purpose of piotecting 
the people In the enjoyment of their rights. 
To secure the right to lite, liberty, aud the 
pursuit of happiness 
governments are 
instituted. But granting that governments 
were instituted to promote “ the good of 
the governed” otherwise than by protect­ 
ing them in the enjoy meats of their rights, 
who is authorized to decide what is for the 
best “good of the governed ?” 
Surely, no 
one but themselves. 
By what authority 
shall Mr. Parkm an decide w hat is for my 
good, instead ot allowing me to decide it 'I 
Have I not as much right to {decide what 
is for his best.gocd; allowing him no voice 
in the matter ? 
If It be true, as Mr. Parkm an maintains, 
that women arc governed rather by euio- 
ion than reason, it must either be so in the 
nature of things, or else this is a detect 
caused by false (raining, and capable of 
King remedied* 
it it be so in the nature 
of things, then to be governed by emotion 
instead of reason is womanly, and should 
ie encouraged in Women, and such of us 
as are inclined to be governed by reason 
instead ot emotion are defective, abnormal 
monstrosities, and should hasten to correct 
this detec by cultivating our emotional na­ 
ture and training it to control our rea­ 
son. 
Are women who are thus governed 
>y emotion instead of reason best calcula­ 
ted to become mothers, and to train up 
amilies of children in the way they should 
go? 
To ask the question is to answer it. 
t Woman is what Mr. Parkman describes, 
she is utterly unfit for the duties of wife­ 
hood and motherhood to which he would 
confine her. 
A fine time men have with 
w ifes who are governed by emotion rutner 
than reason! 
And charm ing children 
they rear ! 
Yet if that is womanly devel- 
ment it should be encouraged. That it can 
not be the natural and healthful condition 
of Woman Is obvious 
If she has become 
thus from false training, let that training 
ae corrected, and the result will give us 
women governed by reason 
instead of 
emotion; and Mr. P ark m in ’s objection 
will thus be removed. 
Mr. Parkm an seems anxious lest men 


rise to as high a moral plane as women ; 
which ho thinks would be an intolerable 
“hardship.” 
He can see but one reason 
why people need be moral, and that word 
ap ii lea only to women ; therefore there is 
no necessity whatever for morality in men I 
His reason is not one suggested either by 
religion, by the ordinary principles of 
moral science, or of physiological * well­ 
being ; it is a legal reason. The sole ob­ 
ject of morality 19 tho correct determ ina­ 
tion of the succession of property I This 
being sufficiently secured by the purity of 
women, men need be bound by no moral 
code ! For legal convenience alone is p u ri­ 
ty required by (civilized society ! Such is 
tho ethical reasoning of Mr. Francis P ark ­ 
man, who has been so eagerly endorsed by 
the opponents of Woman Suffrage. N ot 
such was the moral standard of one who 
said: 
“Bet bim who Is without sin among 
you first cist a stone fat her.” 
W hen M*. 
Parkm an flu m e s that Woman is capable 
of a suit control which would be an intol­ 
erable “hardship” to man, does he not im- 
ply that it is she, not he that 19 “governed 
rather by reason than emotion ?” 
Haying figured out his little moral prob­ 
lem to a conclusion so satisfactory to him ­ 
self, Mr. Parkm an draws a sigh of relief, 
and proceeds to deprecate the m any evils 
which would follow in the train of Woman 
Suffrage; among tho most prominent of 
which would be the unrcrupulous use of 
feminine “charm s” io gaining political ad* 
vantages. Ii is gratifying to find that Mr. 
Parkm an does not agree with most anti- 
Woman Suffragists in the 
theory that 
women would “lose their charms” by vot­ 
ing. 
On the contrary he seems to imagine 
ih it those charm s woald be heightened 
thereby to such a degree that the sex which 
is “governed rather by reason than em o­ 
tion” would be utterly powerless to resist 
them. To prove that unprincipled women 
would thus use their “charms,’' he cites in­ 
stances in which they havo already done 
so; thus snowing that withholding the 
ballot is no preventive of the evil he a p ­ 
p reh en d from its use. Nor does it seem to 
occur to him tnat the vote would giye 
Woman an honest power to wield, instead 
of a dishonest one. 
It strikes a bumble 
member of that class which is governed 
rather by emotion than reason, that a more 
effectual remedy for tho dangerous use of 
feminine charm s is to develop in men that 
higher morality which Mr. Parkm an so 
seriously deprecates as an unreasonable 
and unnecessary “hardship.” 
Mr. Parkm an says that, “in politics, the 
virtues of women would sometimes be as 
dangerous as their faults. ” 
What a “hard 
lot” we must be, when eyen our virtues 
are dangerous ! 
But in the very next sen­ 
tence he says: “But is not their virtues 
that we should see in the dust and scram ­ 
ble of the political arena 
and proceeds 
to rehash the familiar argum ent about bow 
only the bad women would vote, etc., etc. 
How the “ virtues of women” are going to 
be a dangerous element la politics, when 
they are not going to appear there at all, 
puzzles some members of the sex, which is 
governed by emotion instead of reason to 
understand.

MONUMENTS IN WASHINGTON. 


H ow H owe o f O ar Clrcat lie n A re 
C om m em orated at th e C apitol. 
Toe erection of a monument to the late 
General George II. Thomas by the army 
of the Cumberland, in this city, early in 
November, will prove a valuable addition 
lo tho art attractions of W ashington. The 
first statue erected In this city was the 
colossal marble monument of Washington, 
now at anding in the east park of the capi­ 
tol. 
This was ordered in 1832 by Congress 
tor the rotunda of tho capital, and was 
designed by Horatio Greenougb, of Massa­ 
chusetts. It was made in Florence, Italy, 
aud oc upied eight years in its completion, 
t weighs twelve tons, and its total cost, 
Including tho sculptor’s 
work, freight, 
removal and 
attendant expenses, 
was 
$11,000. 
It was lound to be so entirely 
out of proportion to the interior of the 
capitol that it was removed to the east 
park, where it now stands in solitary 
grandeur. It bears the famous legend, 
“ First in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrym en.’' It also has the 
following inscription: 
“This statue is for 
a great example of liberty, nor without 
liberty would this example endure.” 
The next monument erected was the 
bronze one of General Andrew Jackson, in 
Lafayette square, by Clark Mills, which 
was unveiled on the 8th of January, 1853, 
Stephen A. Douglas delivering the oration. 
Five years previous to this date the Jack­ 
son monument association, composed of 
the admirers of the general,collected about 
$12,000 for the purpose of procuring the 
testimonial. 
Congress, 
in 
addition, 
appropriated a num ber of brass guns and 
mortars for its construction, besides voting 
the money for the marble pedestal. By 
further appropriation of $20,000 in 1853, 
Congress bought the statue, and made it 
the property of 
the United States, its 
total cost was $50,000. 
It Is noticeable as 
the first application of the principle of 
poising an equestrian statue without the 
aid of iron rods and other devices, as in 
the great statues of Peter the Great, the 
Duke of Wellington and George III. 
Shortly after the erection of this figure, 
Congress ordered the erection ot a monu­ 


ment to Washington, costing $50,000. 
It 
was r laced in toe circle at the intersection 
of Tw enty-third street and Pennsylvania 
and New Hampshire avenues, where it 
has become a land mark. 
Congress gave 
the metal used iu irs construction, and 
Clark Mills was the sculptor: 
Scott square, at the intersection of Massa­ 
chusetts and lliicue Island avenues and 
8eveotccnth street, takes its name from the 
equestrian statue ol General Winfield Scott, 
which was erected in 1874, seven years 
after it was ordered by Co egress. 
The 
metal used in its casting was cannon tro­ 
phies of * the G eneral^ valor In Mexico, 
given by 
Congree. 
It weighs 12,000 
pounds, and cost $20,000. 
n . K. Brown 
was the sculptor, its pedestal weighs over 
320 tons, and the the stone blccks com per­ 
ing it are the largest ever quarried in this 
country, and among the largest In the 
world. The platform alone is 20 feet long, 
13 feet wide, and 2 feet thick, and weighs 
120 tons. General Scott has also another 
bronze state at the Soldiers’ Home, which 
was designed by Lauut Thompson, and 
cost $18,000. It was erected tn 1874 bv 
the Home, as a testimonial to the man 
who founded the institution. 
In Rawlins square, on N ew York ave­ 
nue, northwest, stands a heroic bronze 
statue of General John A. Rawlins. This 
was ordered by Congress in 1872, and 
erected two years later. It was executed 
by J. Bailey, of Pennsylvania. 
It cost 
$10,COO, is 8 feet high, and weighs 14,CC3 
pounds. 
The Lincoln statue, in tho park of that 
name, on East Capitol street, was built by 
funds contributed by tho negroes declared 
tree by the emancipation proclamation, 
under the lead of Jam es Y. Yeatmao, of 
St. Lou's, the amount subscribed being 
$17,000* 
Mr. Thomas Ball designed the 
monument, and Miller, of Munich,executed 
the casting. 
It Is 12 feet high, and weighs 
3.000 pounds. It was unveiled on April 
14, 187G, the anniversary of Lincoln’s 
assassination, in the presence of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, cabinet and for­ 
eign ministers, and an immense concourse 
of people. Frederick Douglass delivered 
the oration. 
It is said the first money ever 
contributed to this fund w&9 given by 
Charlotte Scott, a freed woman of Virginia, 
being the first $5 earned after her freedom. 
This sum she consecrated towards build­ 
ing Lincoln a monument upon hearing of 
his death. 
The bronze equestrian statue of General 
M cPherson stands on the square of that 
name, on Vermont avenue, between I, K, 
and Fifteenth streets. 
This monument 
was erected by the Society of the Arm y of 
tho Tennessee, and was unveiled October 
lSih, 1S76, General John A. Logan being 
the orator. 
Congress appropriated the 
cannon far its construction, and its cost 
was $23.5C0. 
It is 14 feet high, w eighs 
7.000 
pounds, 
and 
was 
designed 
by Louis T. ltobisso, an Ohio sculptor. 
The pedestal cost $25,CCO. 
It was pro­ 
posed to place underneath the statue the 
rem ains of the General, and though his 
family were willing the people of his na* 
live place objected, and the idea was never 
carried out. 
General Nathaniel Greene, of revolu­ 
tionary lame, has been commemorated in 
a statue erected upon Stanton square, Cap­ 
itol hill, at the junction ot Massachusetts 
aud M aryland avenues. 
It was ordered 
by Congress In 137G, and placed in position 
a year or two later. 
The commirsion was 
for $50,000, which .included the pedestal, 
the latter beiDg furnished by the artist. 
The marble statue of Lincoln in front of 
tho city hall is the work of Lot Flannery. 
Ps cost was defrayed by patriotic citizens. 
Flannery was a self taught sculptor, who 
combined energy and enthusiasm with a 
slight modicum of genius. 
Among the 
proposed statues, other than that of G ener­ 
al Thomas, is one to be erected to Admiral 
Farragut, in Farragut square, on Connecti­ 
cut Avenue, between I, K, and Seven­ 
teenth streets. 
The monument is to be of 
colossal height, of bronze, for which Con­ 
gress appropriated $20,000 in April, 1872. 
Vlnnie Ream, the sculptor, has completed 
the plaster cast and will soon mould it in 
bronze.
